Brennan Knocked out in 
Twelfth Round. 


The 15 rounds boxing. match 
betweon Jack Dempaoy and Bill 
Brennan in Madison Square Gar- 
dens, Now York, for tho heavy- 
weikht championship ‘of the world 
resulted in Dempsey retaining his 
title, Brennan being knocked out 
in the 12th round with a right to 
theheart. Just before the bexin- 
ning of the fight, a telegram from 
Jess Willard, challenging the 
;winner was read. 


The first round opened with 
Dempsey landing with a right 
chop on the head. . There wa: 
then a close oxchange of lefts and 
tights, followed by frequent 
clinches. Both men worked fast. 
but the round seemed a shade i: 
favour of Dempsey. The secon’ 
started with a mix-up, followed by 
short lefts and rights at close quar 
tere. Brennan got in a good lef: 
to the stomach and two hefty 
uppercuts, and seemed to have 
the best of the round. The men 
raghed into a-clinch on the open. 
ing of the third round which a: 
first was fairly even. Brennan's 
mouth was blooding freely, De- 
mpsey getting in some powerfu 
joits in the last minute. The 
fourth round. was marked by a 
good deal of ineffective work al 
close quarters, and an exchange 
of body blows. Brennan sent 4 
right twice tothe head, th: 


champion replying with a stiff 
left to the ear and two vicious 
rights to the head. Dempsey seem- 
ed to be putting more steam into 
his blows, and undoubtedly had 
the better of the exchanges, 


RRENNAN’S SHORT RESPITE. 

The fiftlh Dempsey opened with 
three hard rights to the stomach 
and ribs, foreing Brennan into a 
neutral corner, and thon repeating 
with hard rights to the body. 
After half a minute’s playing, the 
men squared up and’ exchanged 
hard body blows with both hands 
in the sixth round, and in. the 
subsequent mix up Dempsey 
scored heavily on Brennan's wind, 
winning thé round with a good 
margin. Rounds seven and'eight 
had no special feature. Brennan's 
returns seeming’ to be much 
lighter thao the forceful drives of 
Dempsey. In the ninth round

there was much __ infighting. 
Dempsey scoring with short lefts 
and rights, while Brennan replied 
with hooks to face and head and 
seemed to be improving. In the 
round Dempsey. almost 
dropped Brennan with a left cross 
to the jaw. Brennan rocked on 
his feet, but pulled: himself to- 
gether. He seemed pratty used 
up when the bell rang. Dompsey 
easily had the bettér of the 
exchanges throughout the 11th 
round, Brennan falling. into 
clinches to save himself. The end 
came suddenly in the 12th round. 
The champion registered a stunn- 
ing right to-the heart and 2. left 
hook to the stomach. Brennan see- 
med to crumple up, and as he 
tottered to the floor he was sent 
sprawling to the ropes with aright 
smash. He took the count, rolling 
about the ring in a vain endéavour 
to regain his feet, and his seconds 
jumped in and warried him away.

feet in length, with a breadth of 
70 foct, and adepth of 68 feet.

SHIPOWNERS AND HIGH Costa. 

The Chairman, in proposing 
“Success to the Montrose, and 
to tho Canadian Pacific Ocean 
Services, and the health of Laty 
Raeburn,” who had performed 
the naming coremony, said the 
Montrose was the tenth. vessel 
the’ Company had built for the 
groat Canadian Pacifico Company. 
There was alwaya,-in those 
difficult times, regret whon a 
ship was launched, as orders 
were yory difficult to obtain, and 
the terth would: not be easily 
filled. Shipowners wero natural- 
ly growing alarmed ‘at the very 
high costs, and it was difficult 
to: foresee where the reduction 
was to come from. So large 
had the costs become that many 
first-class companies had cancell- 
ed large orders. The Fairfield 
Company, along with other ship- 
building companies, had suffered 
greatly in that respect: Two 
large liners, as large alinost as 
tho vessel launched that day, 
had‘ been cancelled, and there 
was a prospect that others mizht 
also be stopped. That was a 
serious consideration. On Satur- 
day he was present at a dinner 
when the’ Duko of Atholl, who 
was in the chair, made an 
excellent speech, _—_ referring 
chiefly to the economic situa- 
tion, and particularly to 
the “ca’ canny” policy of: the 
workmen. Recently he had 
occasion to compare the costs of 
engines built immediately befare 
the war with a duplicate set of 
machi ery finished at the begin- 
ning of this year. The labour 


costs ought to have been two and 
three-quarter times tho pre-war 
price, The cost was divided into 
two sections—that’ for: labour 
carried out by men working on 
Piecy, or contract, and that for 
time workers. The portion built 
on piece worked out exactly in 
accordance with the rise in 
wags, which was two and three- 
quarter times the pre-war cost, 
but the time labour was 
four and a half times, so

Ho held that was a 
waste, and that the oil should_be 
consumed in an internal com- 
bustion engine, but engineers had 
not yet made sufficient . progress 
with that engine to allow 
of it being fitted in - vessels 
of that size. ‘ihe Montrose 
would Jeave Liverpool on 
Friday afternoon, and would 
discharge her passengers early 
on the morning of the following 
Friday. She bad cost, with ‘her 
sister ships, in the neighbourhood 
of one and’ ahalf million sterling, 
and they could only be operated 
successfully if they were turned 
round quickly in port, and if they 
wero reasonably well filled on 
every voyage. Befora the war 
the most successful «shipping 
companies and the inost progres- 
sive were in Germany, and the 
greater part of their arccess, 
especially on the North Atiantic, 
was duo to the quick dispatch 
they gave their ships in 
their ports, He spoke of the 
necessity of encouraging Con- 
tinental emigrants in the off sea- 
son for such liners, but remarked 
that they could only get these 
emigrants in competition with the 
Continental lines if all concerned 
c~the railway companies, the 
Government officials, the port 
authorities,-and all others con- 
cerned, in the transport of emig- 
Tants—gave them assistance.- If 
they did not avail themselves of 
this opportunity it would never 
«c:ur again, because the Germans 
would have started. These 
ves-els, to gail punctually, would 
have to shut out 2000 tons 
‘of freight every . voyage, 
and to make them a succesa 
something had got to be-done to 
carry this extra freight was going 
to be shut out under present.

Reuter, tho occasion 
was ‘marked by payeantry of ‘the most brilliant and gorgeous 
description, The account of tho ceremony which has come.over 
tho wires brought to mind Cir dereila’s triumphant procession to the 
cballraom, with a touch of the Delhi Durbar to sustain the note of 
“yegal' pomp and circumstanes.. Tho adjectives employed by Reuter 
were many and varied. We. tiope our readers were suitably 
impressed. lrankly, we were not. Descriptive drivel of royal 


purple robes, rivers of diamonds and Pecresses vying ‘one with). 


another in the display of diamond tiaras leaves’ us cold. That sort 
of stuff ig real “meat” for tho extremists, and we could not help 
thinking, when reading it, of the contrast. provided by the spectre 
of unemployment wiich is at present stalking the land. If there 

/ must be these spectacular displays, which read very like a deseript- 
jon of a circus procession (frankly we don't sce the need of them), 
thon tho Jess said uboul them the better, To flash the glittering 
detuils round the world by expensive cabling -is about the most 
effectual way we can think. of to breed Bolsheviks and 
Communists. If we get. much more of this. kind of — stuff, 
some of these morgings our Manager will get over the 
wrong side of the bed, and Reuter will probably hear something to 
his disadvautage. Having got thus far, we must confess to feeling 
better, and would ask our readers to bear with us while we say 
something on Lhat interminable subject—Treland. 

During the recent ¢.al crisis, the Government were fortunate 
enough in lighting on the datum line as one way out of the difficulty. 
Now, is it not possible to find a datum line for the Irish, tragedy ? 
Apparently not. Mr. Lloyd George has agreed to the necessity of 
“negotinting w truce. He gocs further. Ho is of the opinion that 
once the murder campaign were stopped it would never, be renewed. 
That suunds pretty hopeful, and most folk would naturally 
argue: “Why not stop, then?" Aht but vait a moment. “Those 
responsible for order,” ho says, “strongly; urged against a truce 
without an express condition for the surrender of arms.” Well, 
that’s maybe just as. it should bo, coming as it does ‘from 
soldiéra, anyhow. But who really is responsible for order in 
Ireland? Lsn’t the onus on Parliament, with Mr. Lloyd George as 
its mouthpiccé? OF course, and as it should be, too. Unfortunate- 
ly, or othorwise, according to_our political creed, the tail more 
often than not wags the dog. Boiled down, then, Mr. Lloyd George 
is the one responsible for order in Ireland to-day. ‘That fact ad- 
mitted, we are compelled to hazard the opinion that our worthy 
Prime Minister is, for a reason best known to himself, sheltering 
behind those whom he has placed in the Green Isle ‘to preserve 
order, That they hve hot succeeded is only too manifest to-day. 
Indeed, we go further. The very folk whose present mission i3 to 
secure peace in that country have apparently been guilty of creat- 
ing disorder. This tho Premier admits himself. At last, in-reply to 
Mr, Asquith’s demands, says a -Reuter’s telegram, Mr. Lloyd 
George agrees that Genoral Strickland’s report in regard to the 
burnings at Cork shows that the Black and Tans committed acts of 
“indiscipline” in the city on that occasion. Such has been suspect- 
ed for somo time past. The Sinn Feinets and the Labour Party 
gaid so on the day following the outrago. They were diabelieved. 
And rightly so. With the ruins of Cork smouldering. and no 
authenticated evidence to hand, there was no sense in taking any- 
thing for granted. But now tho House has got the facts. . 

_.Itcannot be too strongly urged that the Government must do all 
in its power to steady the armed forces of the (‘rown in Ireland. Sinn 
Fein bas never apologised for physical foice and is not likely to do 
so at this time of day. Nor will our people accept an apology from 
murderers, But surely the present situation is not altogether 
hopeless, -A way out must be found. Tactful men are needed at 
the’ head of the armed forces to re-establish civil authority, States- 
manphip of the ‘highest order is required to plan the future. The 
who e Empire is now for sheathing the avenging sword and for the 
coming of peace. So much hangs on -pacification—the recognition 
‘of the sacredness of humun life,. public economy, the strengthening 
ofthe Empire and the goodwill of the world. Reprisals simply 
intensify the trouble. Murder and outrage never brought victory to 
any cause, however good it may have been. Our Government must 

- fave clean hands, On its rectitude the record of our country atands 
or falls in the eyes of the world, Tho Premior counsels’ patience, 
and then he is confident that order will be restored in Ireland, That 
may be so, But neither Sinn Fein morals nor a code which exacts 
and éye for an oye or a tooth for a tooth will help towards a 
poliution, : } . 
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jundertaking. The loyal co- 
oporation between the ropresenta- 
tives of the Chineso Govérnment 
and the European staff has 
resulted in establishiny an en- 
terprise of which both the 
Chinese owners and the European 
managers may well feel proud. 
Besides being a naval dockyard, 
the Kiangnan installation has met 
with remarkable success in mer- 
chant shipbuilding, as not only has 
it constructed some fine vessels 
for the Upper Yangtze services, 
but it has completed the s.s, 
Mandarin, of nearly 15,000 tons 
displacement, the first of a 
quartette of vessels on order from 
the United States Shipping Board. 
“In this,” itis. observed, “there 
is a lesson to be learned by all 
foreigners who come to China to 
dovelop her natural ani indus- 
trial resources: It is not only 
necessary that the foreign staff 
should bo technicians of the 
highost attainments, but they 
must have the courage. to stand 
by their opinions ard be able to 
prove by the quality of their 
work that they are worthy of 
the — positions they hold."

‘| strictly commercial lines. It has 


enjoyed no privileges from the 
Government that are not avail- 
able to any of the foreign yards 
operating in China. The whole 
of the matorial imported for’ the 
yard. hag to pay the usual 
Customs duty. This factor has 
tended to put the Kiangnan 
Dockyard at thé head of the 
industry in China. 1t has had to 
justify its existence by financial 
rosults, 


Social Evils at Shanghai. 


A little while ago we remarked 
upon'the progress which Shang- 
hai .was making in the diminu- 
tion of -social evils. It was 
reported the “The Wheel” had 
been suppressed, and that the 
Chinese authoritics had decided 
to close the Trenches, 
as the result of representations 
made to them over the Hazelton 
tragedy; while the International 
officials had: reduced by 20 per 
cont. the number of “licensed” 
haunts, Recently it was an- 
nounced that “The Wheel” had 
beon revived—that: is, the 
premises had been reopened under 
another naine. The position in 
regard to the Trenches is causing 
much dissatirfaction to the better 
class of Chinese residents, as 
appears .from the, vernacular 
Press; and a petition headed by 
the Chairman of the Chinese 
Chamber of Commerce has been 
addresacd. to the Military 
Governor, complaining of the 
gambling, immorality, and fight- 
ing that prevail. It seems that the 
proprietors of these low-class bars 
resist’ the Chinese police in the 
enforcement of the. midnight 
regulation, and the Governor, 
after conferring with the doyen 
of the Consulate corps, 
has notified the people concerned 
that future breaches will be dealt 
with according to Chinese law. 
But why not carry out the closure 
of these dons of iniquity, if 
necessary by concerted action ?

In these days of Republics, 
Soviots and other democratic 
forms of polity, there iq an ele- 
ment of variety in the news that 
the “ rightful King of France ” has 
beon unearthed. -The discovery 
is rendered more dramatic by the 
claimant's descent.from that mys- 
terious character the Man ir 
the Iron Mask, as readers are 
informed by- a very well-known 
lady writer, Miss Cicely Hamil- 
ton. Monseigneur Henri de 
Valois, a dignitary of the Churob 
of Rome, is “grandson two or 
three times removed". of the 
Mask, who married and* begat 
a son in ‘spite of his life- 
jong imprisonment, the narrative 
tells us.

AHongkong cargo junk arrived 
in the Colony yesterday bringing 
a report of a shooting affray to 
which she was subjected when 
on her way to Hak Ngan Point, 
in Chinese territory.

A GERMAN ON THE WAR, ¢* 

The world has been given books 
by Ludenorff and othérd of the 
military party, and the late Dr. 
Bethmann-Hollweg resorted to 
publishers more than once after 
the Armistice. The ex-Chan- 
cellor’s volumes had too much of 
tho character of the special 
pleader to make them a depend- 
able guide. Except for the series: 
of documents issued by the Re- 
publican Government after a 
committeo had investigated the 
archives of the Imporial regime, 


‘| probably no publication from the 


German side hag provided such a 
mattor-of-fact type of narrative a8 
that ‘lately published. at Berlin 
from the pen of Dr. Karl Helf- 
ferich, who was Finance Minister, 
Home Secretary (Minister of the 
Interior), and Deputy Chancellor. 
Some thought that he would have 
succeeded Bethmann-Hollweg as 
Chancellor, but Count Hertling 
was chosen.: Subsequently Helf- 
ferich was ono of the envoys to 
Moscow, when the Treaty of 
Brest-Litovsk was signed: Ger- 
many was still high up in the 
stirrups then—at any rate, seemed 
tobe. Not long afterwards Helf- 
ferich was enguged in connection 
with the most humiliating event 
in his country’s -history, as he 
played a large part in the German 
preparations for the conference 
after his country had practically 
surrendered. 


The first point that is brought 
out is the inadequate German 
preparation for war on tho 
industrial side. The military and 
financial preparations were irre- 
proachable, but “no similar 
preparations had been made in 
the sphere of production and 
trade.” In spite: of repeated 
suggestions that an Economic 
General Staff should bo created, 
nothing effective had been done. 
The military continued to rely on 
Schlieffen's theory of a short war 
on the model of 1866 and 1870 and 
the civil departments neglected 
to think out the implications of ‘a 
blockade. .Practically all the 
measures that wero taken to 
remedy this neglect were pure 
improvisations. Within five days 
of the British declaration of war 
Hern Walther Rathenau had set 
on foot the organization of the 
Raw Materials Department of the 
German, War Office. ° He was 
afterward replaced by a soldier, 
and a lécture which he gave in 
Frankfurt late in 1915, and 
subsequently published, explain- 
ing and defending his work, was 
an extremely useful one for 
English-speaking readers as to 
the preoccupations of the Ger- 
man, authorities. Helffrich him- 
self was responsible for the 
ZE.G. (Zentral-Kinkauf-Gesells- 
chaft, or Central Purchasing 
Office), which unified the system 
of German purchases in neutral 
countries and thereby prevented 
the ‘inevitable competition be- 
tween rival individuals, German 
Departments, and Ahies. 


One of its most notable 
achievements was the purchase 
and transportation of most of the 
Rumanian harvest of 1915, as 
against the active opposition of 
the British, who, however, “ came 
into the field too-late:*-By dint of 
acquiring a Danube flotilla of 
its oWn, making fresh sidings and 
other improveme¥s on the Hun- 
garian railways, and of agreo- 
ments with the German and 
Austro-Hungarian military tran- 
sport authorities, the whole of; 
the purchased grain had: been 
taken to ‘Germany before 
Rumania entered the war. — 


Holfferich had been an. early 
advocate of the opening of the 
Danube and the securing of 
through: cémmunication with 
Turkey. He has ground for. the 
assertion that had the Salonica 
front been driven in, Germany 
would have been spared the 
Rumania intervention. 


Another of Helfferich’s achieve- 
ments was the organizing, with 
financial support from the State, 
of the manufacture of nitrogen 
from the air, without which 
German - agricuitvre—not to 
speak of the munitions industry 
—would have suffered far more 
severely from thé loss of Chilian 
nitrates. He was aleo responsible 
for the form of the “ controls” 
applied to German trade and 
industry as the effects of the 
blockade began to be increasing- 
ly felt.”-One of his most difficult 
tasks was the rationing of paper 
to the Press. He made up his 
mind that it was undesirable 
to allow the smaller local 
and provincial papers to fail 
throughlack of paper, and there- 
fore he figorougly restricted the 
supply to the bylkier papers in 
the larger centres. This drew on 
him fierce opposition from the 
Berlin Press,.go much ao that

This is 
his account of how he did it: “It 
was.on Sunday, October 29, that I 
undertook to work out a draft 
which could serve as a basis for 
further discussion. Although! was 
very much occupied at the mo- 
ment,in addition tomy usual work 
[as Minister of the Inter.or and 
Deputy ‘Chancellor], by the 
Reichstag negotiations ovor the 
censorship and the state of siege 
by the Bundesrat Committee on 
Foreign Affairs, which met on 
October 30, and by the ‘Polish 
question, at that time ‘on tho 
brink of decision [the de- 
gisive. proclamation was issued 
on November: 5, 1916], I 
was able to go over the main 
heads of the bill with Gen, Groner 
on Monday, November 2, and to 
arrange for it to be discussed point 
by. point during the following 
week with representatives of 
employers and employees.” . It 
was probably his mastery of detail 
that made him persona grata to 
Beth mann-Hollweg and __ his 
successors, and also, in spite of 
grave differences of opinion, ‘to 
Ludendorff and the military, as 
well as to the Kaiser and the 
Crown Prince.-- 5 


The Deputy Chancellor was 
much . opposed to unrestricted 
submarine -warfare, foreseeing 
that it would bring America in.
